More parking eliminated

It has become a sad refrain 
on campus this semester. but 
another parking ban has been 
inflicted on an already 
beleaguered student 
population beset with parking 
woes all semester 

Last Monday. ‘‘No Par. 
king” signs were erected by 
the Catholic Charities Office 
of the Diocese of Sacramento 
in their parking lot on 
Newman Court. The lot 
located between the Newman 
Center and the Catholic 
Chanties building, has been 
used unofficially for student 
parking for 10 years 


“This lot is on private 
property.” said Dorene 
Ziakas secretary to Mon 


signor Thomas Markham who 
is in charge of the property 
“We are not here to provide 
parking property space for 
students and we don’t have to 
justify our parking ban to 
anybody.” 

When informed Tuesday 
morning that the parking lot 
was empty, Monsignor Mar- 
kham said he would re-study 
the ban and maybe allow 
student parking in a portion of 
the lot. 

“We want to be neighborly 
about this,’’ he said. “I am 


(ZNS) The leaders of Por- 
tugal’s “leftist’’ military 
government are charging that 
at least 100 American CIA 
agents have been transferred 
to Lisbon to create ‘another 
Chile’ in Portugal.

sure we will never use the en- 
tire parking lot so it doesseem 
a waste to allow it to sit there 
when students cannot find 
adequate parking.’ 

The problem is not somuch 
with the parking lot itself but 
with the narrow access road 
which goes behind the building 
and leads into the lot. Students 
have been parking on both 
sides of the access making 
passage and cornering almost 
impossible 

‘Our employees cannot 
find adequate parking,” said 
Ziakas. *‘We sometimes have 
to walk through mud and dust 
just to get to work. We decided 
we had enough and instituted 
the ban.”

(1), Catholic Social Services 
(15), and the Catholic Herald 
newspaper (5). Most of those 
employees park in the lot 
directly behind the building or 
park on the street. 

One employee said it is 
closer to park on the street 
rather than in the parking lot, 
which is a half a block away 
The lot will accommodate ap- 
proximately 50 cars and allow- 
ing for hourly class changes, it 
is estimated several hundred 
Students would be out of a par-

AS Senator Jim Hollen 
back, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Parking and 
Transportation, said he was 
never contacted and would 
have been more than willing to 
meet with Catholic Charities 
on the problem. 

“Legally there is nothing 

that can be done because it is 
their property,’ he said. “But 
morally, the situation is 
bullshit. Students will be pas- 
sing an empty parking lot and 
taking up all available street 
parking, forcing those em- 
ployees to use the lot and walk 
the halfblock to work.”’ 
. Hollenback said his com- 
mittee will consider the 
problem and attémpt to reach 
a compromise with Catholic 
Chanities.

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Collective bargaining You are 
ok with chancellor

Chancellor Glenn Dumke 
said that he will ‘“‘live with’ 
collective bargaining for state 
university salaries if it comes. 

Dumke appeared at CSUS 
Monday night in a speech 
before the Commission on 
Mission and Goals 

“If collective bargaining 
comes we'll live with it,’’ he 
said. 

Collective bargaining is 
supported by the United 
Professors of California and 
other faculty and teacher as- 
sociations. It is opposed by the 
CSUC Board of Trustees and 
administrative officials. 

Dumke said he believes 
that he will get along well with 
the new Governor, Edmund 
(Jerry) Brown when Brown 
takes office in January. 

“I'll be able to work with 
him very well,’’ Dumke said at 
a news conference earlier in 
the day. He said that he had 
always had a good relation 
ship with SBrown's father 
tormer governor Edmund 
“Pat” Brown, Sr. who ap 
pointed him. Dumke said of 
the elder Brown, “We got 
along very well.’’ 

But one official of a faculty 
organization has speculated 
that big changes will come 
with the election of a new 
governor. This official said 
that the administration of 
Governor Ronald Reagan had 
been one which was distinctly 
anti-education. Funding for 
post-secondary education in 
California has been dras- 
tically limited in the last eight 
years of the Reagan ad- 
ministration 

This official believes that 
Brown is distinctly pro 
education and will be most 
sympathetic to the needs of 
California universities and 
colleges. 

During his campaign for 
governor, Brown promised 
that he would pump new 
money into such programs as 
financial aid and child care 
centers for university and 
college students. 

Dumke disagreed that the 
CSUC system had suffered 
significant hardships under 
the Reagan administration. 
He said that if all things were 
considered, the CSUC have 
been well-financed during the 
last eight years. Although he 
acknowledged that the ad- 
ministration had been tight 
with the purse-strings in some 
programs. 

Generally, the CSUC 
system was not hurt as much 
as the University of California 
system, whose budget was cut 
by one-third in the first year of 
Reagan's governorship, he 
said. 

On the matter of college 
tuitions, Dumke took a ‘wait 
and see’ attitude. He said that 
all facts would have to be con-

sidered before any decision 
could be made. At issue is 
whether or not tuition fees will 
be raised. 

It has been rumored that 
Dumke himself might be 
forced out of his post if he has 
too many disagreements with 
the new administration 
Dumke has repeatedly ex- 
pressed hope that the 
institutions of higher 
education in California not be 
subject to politicalization. 

However, as one official put 
it, “Of course the university is 
political," expressing his 
belief that the Reagan ad 
ministration had politicized 
the universities; so there was 
no reason why the new Brown 
administration would not do 
the same thing—except in the 
opposite direction, he said. 


Sac State 
receives grant 


CSUS is one of the nineteen 
State college campuses which 
will receive a portion of a 
$535,992 grant from the 
National Institutes of Health 
to finance a two-year project 
of planning, developing and 
coordinating programs for 
campuses with career re 
quirements in nearly 200 
health-related fields. This will 
serve as a national model for 
supplying health profession 
manpower needs. The concept 
for the prototype plan results 
from the work done during the 
past year by a systemwide 
committee with input from 
related groups and two 
statewide conferences. 

There is at present a wide 
variety of educational cur 
ricula in health-related fields 
offered by CSUS. To list a few 
they include curricula for 
aleohol-drug abuse 
specialists biomedical 
engineers, dieticians, speech 
pathologists, and teachers of 
mentally and physically han- 
dicapped.

No, the Universal Church of 
the New World Comforter is 
not a religious fanatical group 
trying to take over the world. 
It's a Berkeley-based com- 
mune and one of its_ main 
concerns is to help people feel 
better by eating better. 

At_present, they are cir- 
culating petitions in the hope 
of being able to get enough 
signatures to start procedures 
to establish a natural foods 
cafeteria on campus. 

Earlier, the Hornet 
reported on what the plan 
might entale. The cafeteria 
wouhd be operated by students 
who would get full unit credit. 
Some of the classes have 


already been: organized and . 


are listed as ‘‘school of ex- 
perience’ classes listed under 
the Home Economics 
Department. 

Classes offered would in 
clude a bakery (learning to 
use unrefined flours, no 
preservatives, etc.), a 
Pizzeria, and Natural foods 
service management. And 
would also include instruction 
in the area of recycling, com- 
posting and organic farming 
and gardening 

The classes will be set up so 
that students would be lear- 
ning by actually doing 
Ideally, an area would be set 
aside in the cafetena-tocreate 
a natural foods cafeteria and 
an area in the kitchen would 
serve as a lab for the cooking 
classes. Students would learn 
first hand what it is like to 
grow. harvest, prepare and 
serve natural foods. And 
students and faculty would be 
able to purchase hot, fresh 
foods prepared organically

Chns Plant, a member of 
the Universal Church, feels 
that this is a feasible plan for 
CSUS. 

“It's up to the students, he 
said, “they have the power to 
initiate something like this on 
their own, insteadof leaving it 
up to the administration.”’ 

Since this would be a 
student operated, non-profit 
organization, all profits would 
go back into the organization. 
Plant said that although at 
first the natural foods 
cafeteria would require 
student funds, it should be self 
sufficient within a short period 
of time if there is enough 
interest for natural foods on 
campus 

Idealiy, the classes in- 
volved in creating a natural 
foods cafetena would be 
located on or around the cam- 
pus: this means the setting 
aside of some land for planting 
and gardening. Plant says 
that he hasn't really discussed 
the setting aside of land with 
anyone yet. but feels there is 
land that “you could make 
good use of’ on campus 

With classes in recycling 
and composting. there would 


be little waste. which would 
cut down on food costs: 
students receiving units 
instead of wages would cut 
down on labor costs. 

“Organic foods don't have 
to be more expensive if you 
know what you're doing,” 
says Plant. And the Universal 
Church guarantees a_ top 
quality food service. “If you 
try one of our lunches, you'll 
be back for more.” 

Members of the Universal 
Church would be available as 
instructors and also to help 
organize the natural foods 
cafeteria. They consider 
themselves pioneers in the 
grea of institutionalized 
organic food planning, and 
have experience in teaching 
and managing organic food 
restaurants. They also have a 
book on cooking and preparing 
natural foods which is 
available in the bookstore

Warm and fashionable 


Note: sitzmarks are the inden- 
tations made in the snow when 
a skier falls. Always fili your 
sitzmarks. 


The rain has begun. And we 
all know that that means snow 


in the mountains. So ski 
season is just around the 
corner' 


Fashion has appeared on 
the ski scene. Now skiers want 
to look as good ON the slopes 
as they do off. So gone are the 
days of seven sweaters, three 
pair of pants and two jackets. 
And thanks to innovative 
fashion designers, today's 
skiwear is designed to be 
warm without being bulky 

There are a few re- 
quirements that all skiwear 
must meet: the outfit must be 
warm: it must allow freedom 
of movement; it must be stur- 
dy: it must be waterproof and 
it must shed snow easily 

Fortunately, the best heat 
generator is built in—your 
body. The trick is to trap the 
body's warmth between the 
skin and the outer-most layer 
of clothing 

First, the article of clothing 
closest to the skin should be 
made from natural fibers like 
wool or coiton. These natural 
fibers absorb perspiration and 


allow warm air to pass 
through the fiber 
Over the natural-fiber 


underwear should go clothing 
made of a tightly knit or woven 
fabnc. A closely woven shirt 
or tightly knit sweater will do. 
This second layer of clothing 
traps the body heat. The 
natural fiber next to the skin 
lets warm air pass through 
and then this warm air is 
trapped by the second laver 
allowing a warm air pocket 
between the skin and the out- 
side layer of clothing

Next comes the parka. The 
parka must be waterproof 
above all else. The reason is 
that a fabric that retains 
water becomes icy cold; the 
object of a parka is to help 
keep warm. Parkas that are 
water repellent and wind 
resistant help maintain a com: 
fortable body temperature 
Keep in mind your suscep 
tibility to cold when choosing a 
parka. 

Pants must fit snugly so the 
layers must be thin. Long 
underwear made at least par- 
tly of wool are the warmest. 
And over-the-boot ski pants 
are the most popular and most 
comfortable. Make sure your 
ski pants are designed to keep 
snow out of your boots. 

Gloves, socks and hats are 
more important than many 
realize. Mittens are warmer 
than gloves but do not provide 
as good a grip as gloves. The 
gloves—or mittens—should be 
warmly lined. Since the hands 
do not generate much 
warmth, the gloves should be 
made of the best wind and 
water repellent materials pos- 
sible. In addition to keeping 
your hands warm, well 
padded gloves protect the 
knuckles ina fall onhard snow 
or ice 

Socks are less cntical than 
gloves but still necessary. A 
single pair of wool socks are 
sufficient if the boots are well 
insulated. Wook keeps mois- 
ture away from the skin. Many 
skiers also prefer to wear a 
heavier pair of socks over the 
wool ones 

A hat is a very essential 
item. Much of the body heat is 
lost through the head so if the 
head is protected and warm, 
chances are the rest of the 
body will be warm 

Remember: choose clothes 
to fit your purpose and not for 
fashion only

We couldn't be shamed by 
President Ford's pre-election 
day pleading for us to vote 
“Everyone who can get to the 
polls and fails to go, who 
refuses to exercise the 
precious right of a free citizen 
to vote his or her honest con- 
viction, is actually voting ‘no’ 
on our system of self 
government.” 

On the contrary, we had ex- 
ercised our precious right not 
to vote—to express our honest 
conviction that this was 
another, meaningless, one 
party election. There must be 
a lot of us because the 
voter participation rate 
keeps on sagging, even though 
they've been adding enor- 
mously to the number of 
eligible voters throughout the 
century.

Maybe what the Rep 
rocrats or the Demopubiicans 
should do is lower the voting 
age to take ingrammar school 
kids. The politicians could use 


truant officers to make the 
kiddlies vote. Failing that 
making vote-buying legal 


might be another possibility 
Paying the citizenry to vote 
one way the politicians might 
be induced to shure the boodle 
with the electorate 

In the course of consuming 
our booze and cauliflower tps 
the only winner who seemed to 
evoke enthusiasm was the 
Independent elected governor 
in Maine Nobody knew the

The idea of principled 
abstent:on is catching on, even 
against the media barrage 
which makes a sluggard of 
anyune whe refuses to vote. As 
more of us think that way, the 
politicians grow more anx- 
ious. Notice how the residence 
requirements for voting are 
disappearing: and while they 
won't come around to pick up 
your garbage or arrest the 
neighborhood 
they'll rush over to your house 
and register you while you're 
eating supper 

After all the ballot counting 
in this election is done, 
President Ford’s fear that a 
new Congress will have been 
chosen by only 21 percent of 
the eligible voters may be 
realized. That wil! be the case, 
if the total vote last Tuesday 
was no more than 40 percent of 
the eligibles, and it is low tur- 
nouts like that which not only 
rob the polls of any claim toa 
mandate but undermine their 
legitimacy 

All of which is healthy. The 
country needs a merger of the 
Democrats and the 
Republicans into one 
organization and the creation 
of a new second party to op

pose them. We've had no party 
representing the Jeffersonian 
idea of small, decentralized 
government since 1932, when 
the Democrats had a plank in 
their platform that read: “We 
advocate an immediate and 
drastic reduction of 
governmental expenditures 
by abolishing useless com- 
missions and offices, con 
solidating departments and 
bureaus and eliminating ex- 
travagance, to accomplish 
savings of not less than 25 
percent of the cost of the 
Federal Government.” 

The obvious ironies aside, 
this is the platform Franklin 
Roosevelt campaigned on that 
year, when he said, 
“Government, like = any 
family, can for a year spend a 
little more than it earns, but 
you and I know that a con- 
tinuation of that means the 
poorhouse.”’ 

When he got into office, 
however, he adopted Hoover's 
policy of big, centralized and 
expensive government, and in 
the process turned Amencan 
into a single-party political 
system. Forty-two years 
later, one of the ways we can 
begin to restore that two-party 
system 1s to assume a stance 
of belligerent apathy and 
refuse to vote

‘“‘Rossiniane’’ are ar- 
rangements of operatic anas 
set into extended guitar 
pieces. At their best, they are 
fanciful, charming, and enter- 
taining. At their worst, trite. 
dull, and long. They are quite 
guitaristic in conception, but 
far from the best of Giuliani's 
output. 


Bream's editing and play- 
ing of these literally 
transform them. Indeed, the 
only thing that saves them 
from mediocrity is Bream’'s 
musical sense. His command 
of subtle nuances of timbre, 
his dynamic control, and his 
subtle gradations of tempo all 
lead me to believe that no one 
else who has not attained 
similar heights of virtuosity 
should attempt them. 

The Sor sonata is one of that 
composer’s more innocuous 
creations: It is simple 
graceful, and direct. Bream's 
knack for bringing out the lit 
and charm in this kind of work 
stands him in good stead. The

As expected, he treats the 
Tchaikovsky as a showpiece 
Tempos are generally fast, 
and the rough edge in his tone 
accentuates this. He even 
adds a few notes to the 
cadenza (Eulenburg edition) 
to show that he has it all under 
control 

His work on the Saint-Saens 
shows the same leanings. It is 
more demonic than the 
Tch. kovsky, and Fodor

The only place where he 
shows a fault is in the slow 
movement of the concerto.
